MR. M'ADOO AND THE RAILWAYS. 


As director general of the railroads, Mr. McAdoo 
ia the chief executive of our transportation sys- 
tems, Railroad officials are his subordinates. By 
analogy with a private corporation, it might seem 
improper for these subordinates to take any ac 
tion except in concert with the chief executive. 
The public, not forgetting railroad history, will 


McAdoo should issue an order abolishing railroad 
lobbies and campaign funds. Even the right of 
railroad officials to state their case, it may be 
argued, ie limited by the transference of supreme 
control to the government, From this viewpoint 
it becomes the exclusive business of Mr. McAdoo 
to promote or oppose legislation affecting the rail- 
roads. 

The extension of these principles to their ulti- 
mate and logical conclusion would deny railroad 
owners any voice in the disposition of their prop- 
erties. It would involve an absolute suppression 
of advice, appeal or criticism on the part of those 
who are best informed on railroad affaira. Under 
a strict interpretation of Mr. McAdoo’s order a 
railroad president could not go to Washington to 
urge his side of a given. question before congress, 
because, technically, he would be a paid lobbyist. It 
is perhaps doubtful whether he could even issue a 
statement to the press without the sanction of the 
director general | ; 

We do not assume that Mr. McAdoo intends to 
push his policy to absurd limits. At the same 
time it is clear that he possesses a power of 
censorship which might be exercised to prevent 
the issues with respect to a given question from

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MR. THORNE REPLIES. 
Chicago, Jan. 25.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Your unfair, unjust, and unpar- 
donable attack upon the position that I 
have taken before the senate committee 
on interstate commerce is most deeply 
resented. It seems strange to me that it 
is practically impossible for you to give 
justice to those who may chance to have 
views different from yours. 

¥our statement is not only unfair; ft 10 
false. 

First, I have advocated that the inter- 
state commerce commission retain full 
jurisdiction over the subject of rates and 
charges, as provided by law. The ad- 
ministration has seen fit to protect the 
stockholders, and bondholders, and labor 
in their right to a hearing before a dis- 
interested tribunal where their financial 
interests are involved. Shippers have 
just as much aright to this as railroad 
employés or railroad stockholders. Dach 
is entitled to his hearing. 

In my presentation before the commit- 
tee, I specifically advocated the mainte- 
nance of American railroads in an effi- 
cient manner and a guarantee of all of 
the dividends and interest which they 
have paid or which are regulalrly due on 
securities outstanding Dec. $1, 1917. 

The surplus above dividends should not 
be capitalized. When I say that, I but 
repeat the exact language of Mr. Ripley, 


president of the Santa Fe railroad, and 


Mr. Willard, president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, the leading witnesses 
for the eastern and western railroads, on 
the witness stand under oath testifying 
before the commiasion. The present 
measure contemplates the capitalization 
of these surplus earnings. I have sug- 
gested that this surplus should be divided 
equally, one-half going tc the railroad 
earning it and the other half going to 
the government, to be used in improve- 
ments and betterments on other railroad 
property. 

The foregoing constitutes in substance 
my entire claim as presented to the com- 
mittee. I respectfully request, and am 
entitled to, decent, fair treatment at your 
hands.
